The first mention of the Eldridge name in Virginia records 
is in grant of land to Justinian Cooper, Sept. 13, 1636, in which 
Sam" Eldridge is named as one of the headrights. (Virginia 
Patents, Book No. 1, p. 380.)

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In Virginia Patents, Book No. 2, p. 240, there is a grant 
dated August 20, 1650, of 560 acres in Isle of Wight Co. to Rob- 
ert Blake and Samuell Eldridge for headrights on eleven persons. 
From the latter part of this patent the name is spelt Eldridge. 

In Virginia Patents, Book No. 3, p. 240, June 8, 1655, there 
is a grant of 400 acres, in Isle of Wight Co., to Sam 1 Eldridge. 

What relation he was to Thomas Eldridge, to whom the Eld- 
ridge family of Virginia can directly trace, does not appear. 

1. Thomas 1 Eldridge was a lawyer who married Judith 
Kennon, daughter of Richard Kennon, of Bermuda Hundred. 
In 171 1 he received by deed from his brother-in-law, Col. Wil- 
liam Kennon, one of Sir Thomas Dale's ancient settlements in 
Henrico county known as Rochedale Hundred (now known as 
Jones' Neck), on the south side of the river west of Curls' Neck, 
which is on the north side. He was deputy clerk of Henrico 
county between May 17, 1716, and April 1, 1717. 

He died in Surry county, November 4, 1740 (Quarterly, 
XIV., p. 5), where his will, dated August 17, 1739, was proved 
May 20, 1741. He names his wife, Judith, and children: 2. 
Thomas, to whom he gave his silver tankard and all his law 
books; 3. Judith, 4. Elizabeth, 5. Ann, married Sterling Clack, 
clerk of Brunswick county, and had issue : Eldridge, James, Mary, 
Elizabeth, Judith, and Ann Sterling Clack. Ann Clack, wife of 
Sterling Clack, of Brunswick county, died Aug. 21, 1752 (Quar- 
terly, XIV., p. 3). 6. Martha, 7. William, 8. Richard. He also 
names his grandchildren Thomas and Jane Eldridge. 

Judith Eldridge, wife of Thomas Eldridge, died in Sussex 
county, Oct. 14, 1759, aged 67. Her will was dated March 2, 
] 754, and was proved in Surry, Feb. 15, 1760. It names daugh- 
ter Sarah, son William, and granddaughters Mary, Elizabeth, 
Judith and Ann Sterling Clack. 

2. Thomas 2 Eldridge (Thomas 1 ) died in Sussex county, 
Dec. 4, 1754; married I. Martha Boiling, born 1713, died Octo- 
ber 23, 1749. (Robertson, Pocahontas and Her Descendants.) 
II. Elizabeth Jones, daughter of James and Sarah (Howell) 
Jones, of Surry county. She married, in 1763, secondly, Drury

Note.— Mary Moseley, wife of Rolfe* Eldridge, was a daughter of 
Benjamin Moseley and Mary Branch, who were married in Chesterfield 
county, Va., December 25, 1783. Benjamin Moseley served as a first lieu- 
tenant of the First Battalion of Artillery in the Virginia Continental 
Line, War of the Revolution, from May 2, 1779, to March 4, 1783. He 
received a grant of land in Ohio for his service, and died in Buckingham 
county, Va., July 26, 1799. [United States Department of the Interior. 
Bureau of Pensions, Widows' File, No. 5387.] 

Mary Branch was a daughter of Matthew Branch, great-great grand- 
son of Christopher Branch, one of the earliest settlers of Henrico county, 
Va. [Chesterfield Co. "Will Book, No. 2," p. 32, and "Will Book, No. 1," 
p. 527; Henrico Co. "Book No. 1, Wills, Deeds, etc., 1725-1737," p. 31; 
"Wills, Deeds, etc., 1725-1737," p. 31; "Wills, Deeds, etc., 1~6SS-1697," p. 

543, and "Records, Nov., 1677, to Dec. 1692," p. 209], and Ridley .
